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HISTORIC CONFERENCE EMPHASIZES 51 WORKSHOPS 


Alabama's two-year colleges' commitment to building 
Alabama’s future came to life April 10 - 1 2,1985 when the first 
system-wide professional development conference was held 
in Birmingham. Professional growth, an essential part of 
educational excellence and the primary reason for the 
conference, was met through 51 substantive six-hour 
professional development workshops that touched every 
aspect of the two-year college system. 


This conference was the highlight of the first year a 
comprehensive effort in professional development has been 

in existance. This, the first year that the Alabama Legislature 
has earmarked funds for professional development, also 
marks the twentieth anniversary of a governor’s dream - the 
birth of the Alabama state community, junior and technical 
colleges.

The General Session of the April Professional Development 
Conference was opened with musical entertainment from 
Faulkner State Junior College. Mayor Richard Arrington 
welcomed the participants to Birmingham and Mr. Jamie 
"Red” Etheridge, Director of the Alabama Development 
Office, represented the Governor's office. 


Dr. Charles Payne, Chancellor, addressed the assembly on 
the two-year system's commitment to educational 
excellence and the prosperous future for Alabama. Dr. Payne 
pointed out, "The state's community, junior and technical 
colleges are playing a vital role in providing quality education 
and training for the citizens of Alabama and in becoming a 
catalyst for economic redevelopment." 


He concluded by saying, "We are looking 20 years 
into the future. With a foundation of 20 years of growth and 
maturity, we are more than prepared to assume leadership 
in building Alabama's future.”

Mr. Bobby Westbrook, President of the Deans of Students 
Association, introduced the nominees from the two-year 
system who best represented their schools for the 
outstanding student. These students were chosen on their 
leadership qualities, academic ability, contributions to their 
community and to their school, and a personal interview. 

The list of nominees was very impressive and the two-year 
system can be proud of this group of adults. 

The keynote speaker, Dr. Carl F. Bailey, President and Chief 
Executive Officer of South Central Bell Telephone Company, 
presented an informative and inspiring address in which he 
pointed out that, "Building Alabama’s future is important to 
all of us, regardless of our role in society. Alabama's future 
will best be served if students receive broad educational 
opportunities and are encouraged to help in setting high 
academic and social standards.” 

He continued, "Mediocrity, or being average, will not help 
us build a great Alabama or a great United States... we need 
people who can think and solve problems. Teacher’s demands

on students should be challenging. Setting high standards in 
the classroom is one way to rise above mediocrity." 

Mr. Bailey praised Chancellor Payne for his leadership and 
the commitment of the colleges in developing a blueprint for 
a strong and diverse two-year college system for the 

citizens of Alabama. 

At the conclusion of Wednesday's session, there was a 
reception at the Hyatt Hotel in celebration of the twentieth 
anniversary, it was a time for intermingling with friends and 
peers; providing opportunities to share with others on 
projects and professional development from the individual 
institutions. 

The Thursday session, which was the heart of the 
conference, covered 51 substantive six-hour professional 
development workshops that touched every aspect of the 
two-year college system. These sessions were conducted by 
leaders in education, business and industry and many other 
areas of interest to the various individual groups.

"Planning: Not to Decide is to Decide”, "The Meaning of 
Support Personnel,” and "Student Development and College 
Services: A consumer Perspective”.
